INTERESTINfi FACTS 
ABOUTEARLYHISTORY 
OF CITY^RECALIED 

Swarm ot "Improven" Invade Kason 
County In 1776 — Tlilt of La- 

Fayette and Death of Choctaw 
Chief Itenilled. 

The followinK Interesting references 
to the early history of Maysville and 
Mason oounty are gleaned from a 
most Interesting historical feature 
story by Col. "Jim" Maret in tbe Sun- 
day Issue ot the Lexington Leader: 

In the year 1776, what Is now Mason 
county fairly swarmed with visitors 
and "Improvers" from VIrglnhi and 
Pennsylvania, in moot cases of the 
latter class, tnany who caino to select 
their futuro liomcs. wliilo others "im- 
proved' 'for friends or for Kpeculation. 
These Iniprovemeiit.') varied Rrcally, 
from (leadoninK a few trees and mark- 
ing initials upon tlicni, up to a log 
cabin, sometimes covered with bark, 
but generally uncovered, clearing a 
patch of ground and planting corn. 
The men remained generally from two 
to four weeks. Two of these compan- 
ies came in January. One, composed 
of David Perry, John Lafferty, Hugh 
Shannon (one of the company wbo. 
In .luno, 1775, had given the name of 
"Lexington" to the spot where this 
beautiful city w.-'.s founded In 1779), 
Joseph Dlackford Mini .loseph War- 
field, improved on Lawrence creek. 

General LaFayelte visited Louisville 
on May 8, 1S25, and was entluisiastle- 
ally received by revolutionary ollicers 
and soldiers, by the citizens en masse, 
and the dt/ authorities. On May 14 he 
reached Frankfort, where he was met 
by seven mlllUry companies and a 
cavalcade Of oitlsens. A grand dinner 
and public ball were given In his 
honor. May IB he visited VersnllloB 
and Lexington, where his reception 
was equally enthusiastic. On May 21. 
General I.,;il''ayetto and his sou. Col- 
onel aeorge Washinston UiFayelte. 
and the Governor of Ohio reached 
Maysville on the steamer Herald. An 
enthusiastic reception and ovation 
were given them, 

A line ot sUges was established. In 
1824, from Maysville through Le^ng- 
ton and Frankfort; the trip required 
two days. Travel to WMblngton City 
took six days. 

"Bishop" .Alexander Campbell, of 
Buffalo, Virginia, was announced to 
preach at Maysville and other Ken- 
tucky points and at Ripley. Ohio, dur- 
ing September. 1824. William Litlell 
compiler of "Littells Uws of Ken- 
tucky," died; a great debate took 
place between Elder Alexander Camp- 
bell, reformed Baptist, and Rev. Wil- 
liam L, McCalla, Presbyterian, on the 
subject of baptUm; Mingo Puckshu- 
nubbbe, eighty years old, and senior 
chief of the Choctaw nation, while at 
Maysville. with a deputation of dis- 
tinguished Choctaws on the way to 
Washington City, nrcldently fell over 
a twenty-foot stone wall, which sup- 
ported the river hank and was killed. 
He was burled with military honors 
by the largest coivcourse ever assem- 
bled at a funeral in that town. 

A lottery was authorised to raise 
$B,000 to Improve the road from Mays- 
ville to Washington In January, 18U.

Tnif .slatisiimuship uvon coraing'i veiits and pivpares for tlu'iu. 
Republieuug have been waruiag the country of the disoatrouM effects 
of continuation of the Democratic administration with its free trado 
policies, ami tli'' voters would have thrown thf Dfrnocnits out in 
]916 but lor the false and deceptive alogau "lie kept us out of war. '

Now lomos ilie Democratic Tariff t'(>tiimis.sion with what is 
practically au admissiou of its own inoompeleney. lu a speeiai re- 
port on agricultural staples, issued on January 6, 1921, the commis- 
sion saya: 

"The recent rapid growth in the receipts of foreign foodstuffs 

has attracted widespread coimm'nt ,and has been the cause of tarifi' 
agitation by farmers aud allied interests. The subject has been in- 
jected into the current political situation, and this repoort is there- 
fore timely." 

"Timely," indeed! 

Timely it may be from the standpoint of histor}', but suareely 
from the standpoint of statesmanship. If the Tariff Commi.ssion 
were to serve any really useful |)Ui'pose, its members should have 
foreseen the "rapid growth of receipts of foodstuff.s" and should 
have warned the farmers of the country' and the legislators and the 
Democratic President what to expect. A warning of that kind, com- 
ing from a commi.ssion of his own appointment mitilit possibly, 
though not probably, have induced the President to alter his alti- 
tude toward a protective tariff and to' indicate his willingness to sii<:n 
a protective measure if enacted. 

The Democratic Tariff Coiainis.sion is a marvelous agency for 
telling the farmers how they were ruined, after the destruction is_ 
over, but ie seemed to be without vision or voice when there was 
need for warning in advance. 



NOT EMBABOO, BUT PROTECTION. 

The President of the Federal Reserve Hoard, W. I*, (i. Harding, 
takes an optimistic view dt the business situation. Not that he is sat- 
isfied with its present expression, but because he is eonfident in its 
future development. He is sure the way is so far cleared of obstaneles 
that approach to prosperity can be safely negotiated through prac- 
ticed conservatism properly stimulated by the spirit of progression- 
But he is of opinion that the siliiation is sensiti\e In sudden jars 
and for that reason advises that proceedings be calm, deliberate and 
imoothly composed. 

In his review of Mr. Ilai-diiiLr's survev of the jireseiit conditions 
and future prospects David Lawrence through his .special eorrespoud- 
ence to The Commercial Tribiue translates Mr. Harding's caution as 
having direct ai)plicatioii to restraint in emerirency tarilV enactments. 
Mr. Harding holds that our domestic business must evoR'c its recov- 
ery in company with our foreign business. The foreign market must 
be rehabilitated before the domestic market can funeiiiui normally 
Therefore, we must buy foreign goodi*. This prineipie pieelndes the 
establishment of embar^'o by tariff iliseriininatioii. 

There is no disagreement . with Mr. Harding's general premises. 
These have been presented quite universally by business engineers. 
Tlie point of divcr;renee is the protection of American jiroduetion. AVe 
must buy from abroad and we must sell abroad as conditions pre- 
cedent to a re-establishment of world business. And the rehabilita- 
tioti of world business is essential to domeslie business nornialcy. 
But we must sell at some j>rofil at liouie and abroa<l, and we must 
protect home industries from the influx of cheap competition from 
Germany and elsewhere that may flood the home market to the det- 
riment of home productio nand the disintegration of home industries. 

COAL PLENTY VERSUS COAL PRICE- 

The Senate Manufacturers' Committee has ben informed by the 
Directors of the Geological .Survey that the I'nited States has half the 
world's bituminous soal supply. Bnt what's the usef The price 
would iadicate that this fact cuts no fi<rurc in the cost, which in itself 
at present constitutes an arbitrary limitation to the consumer. Thus 
is a scarcity indicated when according to the expert testimony the 
supply is ample for thousands of years. Coal has become more than 
a commodity. It is an absolute essential to the conservation of in- 
dustry, coitiraerce, and in large measure human life. That beinir the 
case, if we have half the world supply, and the world supi)ly is ample 
beyond estimate of years, who is mnning the comer that is holding 
up the price? 

Coal simply exists in the ground as far as its production is con- 
cerned in relation to man's effort. The diggring and diatribntion con- 
trol cost of markctiiiL' :iiid should control cost to consumer. Because 
it is essential to human living in modem conformity coal, it is ex- 
pertly determined, falls within the public utilities class. Somewhere 
along the line of its hanfllitifr from miue to furnace the Jtpirit of profit - 
(jering has so arbitrarily increased its ultimate cost that ijovernmenl- 
al super' ision has come to be regarded as neccssarj- for imblic pro- 
tection. Hence this present survey through i!>enatorial inqniaition. 

WOODBOWVWAT.

The 
cost of installation was $16,000. Mr. "Wilson never stepped inaide it.

Tiro NEW HALF DOLIABS. 

Conventional dcslgnlUH marks and 
somewhat mars the latest souvenir 
half dollars— The Malnte Cenleniiial 
and the riigrlm Tercentenary coins, 
says the New York Iler.-ild. 

If there Is little inspiration, there 
is at least a beflttting simplicity in 
the symbols chosen for the Pilgrim 
isana. On the obverse is the bust of 
a Pilgrim, styled "Qovemor Brad' 
ford." and on the reverse a side view 
of the Mayflower. The details, how 
ever ,have been well drawn by Cyrus 
Dallln, the Boston sculptor 

Complaint ha been made in a re- 
cent number 0 Itbe .Vunilsfatisl by 
Horace L. W'lieelor of Ihe Boslon Pub- 
lic Library, that the Mayflower Is not 
correctly rigged. Mr. Wheeler objects 
to "the triangular sail above her bow- 
sprit. She flourished in a much too 
early era to have a jib. There Is no 
probability that a seagoing vessel of 
Stuart times had any but square head 
sails. These were bent to yards de- 
pending from the bowsprit or to a 
topmast rising from It; and they con- 
tinued In use Into the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The model of a seventoenlli i cii- 
tury sliii) in the I'liliadelphia Cnniiucr 
clal Museum shows both sprit and 
sprit-lopniast .snlls. and a Kond prob- 
able picture of llie .Mayflower herself 
Is Halsall's, which hangs in Pilgrim 
Kali of Plymouth." 

Around Its upper circumference the 
obverse of this coin Is Inscribed 

I'nited States of America:" round 
the lower circumference, "Pilgrim 
Half Dollar." Behind the head the 
motto "In Ood We Trust" Is recorded 
ns two lines. "I'iluirim TiMcenlenary 
relebratlon" curves above the .May- 
flower; below appears the dates "1620- 
1920."

Masked 
men, heavily armed, dashed throtiph 
portions of liath and Fleming comities 
on horseback late Saturday iiii^hl and 
early Sunday mornlnt; and waniod to- 
bacco growers to haul no more tobac- 
co to the Carlisle and Flemlngsburg 
markets. 

The nightrlders also threatened vio- 
tenoe it the farmers visited disobeyed 
their orders and demanded that no

Sterling, farlisle and FIcinluKshnrg. 
Two towns were visited hy the iLii;ht- 
rlders— Sherhurne, in l'"'leniing coun- 
ty, 12 miles from Flemlngsburg, and 
Bethel, In Bath county, 11 miles from 
Carlisle.

ported that in Bberbont there were, 
from 25 to M men, mounted on borse- 
bnok.

According to news received In l^x- 
ington, ir. or more farmers were vis- 
ited by the night riders durlug their 
sweep along the county lines of Flem- 
ing and Bath lata Sunday night con- 
firmation of sis visits made had been 
received. 

At 11:80 o'clock Saturday night, oc- 
cordlng to the reportt from Carlisle, 
the nightrlders appeared at the home 
of T S ItobcrtKon, of Bethel, a 
wealtliy farmer and extensive grower 
of Inliacco Tliey calleil .Mr. Itobert- 
son from liis hmisc. Kcnir men on fool 
with their hacks turned towani lioh- 
ertson. addressed him and told liim 
not 10 haul any of liis Icdiacco to tlie 
markets and sell It, not to rent any 
of his farms for tobacco production 
during the coming year and not raise 
any of the leaf himself. 

Should he fall to follow these in- 
structions, the nightrlders, it is said, 
threatened him with violence and de- 
struction of his property. 

The men then went to the home of 
Thomas t'louth and repeated the 
warnings that tliey iiad made at ilie 
home of Kobertson. 'I'lie men also vis- 
ited the homes of a man named Stev- 
cna, near Bethel, and Jake Boyd. At 
these places tlie same warnings were 
also given.
